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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's amendment changes the scope of the claims such that a new search and furhter consideration is 
required for the limitation that recites a portable processing device adapted for operation within the contrail envrionment consist of a clean 
room. 

As to applicant's argument that Guinta fails to disclose determining a quality issue associated with a product where the product is the 
subject of audit, examiner respectfully disagree. 

Here, applicant's interpretation of a product is apparently narrower than the claim language itself. Notice in table 1 espeically in col. 11-12 
wherein all the quality issues in different categories are associated with a product; the term associated is a very broad terminology, any 
question relating to any aspect of a product will be considered as associated quality issue. Further it is clear that when auditing categories 
such as "control of nonconforming product." the product is the subject of the audit. For instance, audit questions such as suspect parts of 
the product and the quality of material for composing the product are questions directing towards a product of manufacture. All these audit 
quesitons show that the product is the center of interest i.e. subject of the audit. 

As for applicant's argument that Guinta fails to disclose the second and the fourth limitation in claim 1 , examiner respectuflly disagree. As 
discussed above, quality related question has already been disclosed by Guinta. Fruther, selection of quality related question is clearly 
taught in table 1 and figure 5, where one quality related question is selected and posted to an assessor. As for determining subgroup fo 
questions, Guinta teaches the limitations in 16:54-17:21 where subsequent question is posted to the asessor after the initial quesiton. 
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
